DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-1 5, drawn to a method of treating fluoropolymers, classified in 
class 525, subclass 326. 1+. 

II. Claims 16-18, drawn to a method of treating polymers, classified in class 

524, subclass 80+. 

III. Claim 19, drawn to a method of reinforcing polymers, classified in class 

525, subclass 101. 

IV. Claim 20, drawn to polymer products, classified in class 525, subclass 
356+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Groups l-lll are drawn to different processes of treating different polymers with 
potentially totally different products being produced. Group IV is drawn to the product of 
Group II but the process could produce materially different products since the process is 
not restricted to fluoropolymers. 

2. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: The different cases in Group I where the compounding is either reactive or not.

The species are independent or distinct because they require totally different chemical 
structures. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-6 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
